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Clinton County has its share of 
city life, just on a smaller scale. 

Downtown Wilmington, on 
the national register of historic 
districts, is the perfect place for 
a walk. Pick up a copy of the 
Commercial Historic District 
Walking Tour booklet at the 
Visitors Bureau and have the details on each building at 
your fingertips. Fifty-one historic buildings housing the 
county’s businesses and government showcase Renaissance 
Revival, Corinthian, Late Gothic Revival, Italianate, Classic 
and Victorian architectural styles. The Clinton County 
Courthouse dome and rotunda and the Murphy Theatre 
lobby are just two landmarks not to be missed on your 
excursion. A self-guided tour brochure of the courthouse 
is also available at the Visitors Bureau. You should plan on 
experiencing the theater’s ambiance while attending one of 
the many performances held there throughout the year. 
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One of the toughest decisions you’ll make in downtown 
Wilmington is where to eat. Jen’s Deli serves up great New 
York-style deli sandwiches. Austin’s Casual Eatery & Bar 
is renowned for its comfort food and “test kitchen.” Every 
month the chef introduces a different menu, not your run- 
of-the-mill selections. The Mediterranean caters to the 
European in all of us with their fresh pasta dishes, while 
Buckeye Livery Cafe specializes in pizza delights. And, 
of course, the historic General Denver Hotel Restaurant 
& Pub offers a mixed selection of entrees both traditional 
and seasonal. Save room for dessert. A quick stop at the 
Crave Candy & Nut Shop will satisfy any sweet tooth with 
their many confectioneries. There are also many great dining 
opportunities outside downtown Wilmington’s core. 


If shopping is on your agenda, one-of-a-kind selections 
await you in downtown Wilmington. At the South Street 
Gallery and the Little Red Hen you will find artwork 
and craft items produced by local artisans.

Be entertained at one of the festivals or parades that take 
place in Wilmington. These include the Memorial Day 
Parade, the July 4th Celebration with Fireworks, the 
Clinton County Fair, Oktoberfest, Hometown Holidazzle 
Illuminated Parade & Festival, the Corn Festival Parade 
and the Banana Split Festival. Or perhaps you want 
to listen to live music every third Friday in the center of 
downtown for free. Find it in the Mural parking lot next to 
the General Denver Hotel. 


Last, but not least, are venues that share the history that has 
made Clinton County the place it has become, namely the 

Clinton County History Center, the Quaker Heritage Center 
and the Peace Resource Center at Wilmington College. 

So, whether you eat, shop, go to a live theater performance, 
attend a festival or take in historic architecture and learn 
stories from the past, you won’t be bored. 
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There is something to be said for the 
convenience of the local mega grocery, 
but undoubtedly it’s not the kind of 
place where memorable experiences 
are made. So where do fresh food 
and lasting memories collide head on? It all happens on 
the farm, especially if you get to pick your own. From early 
spring until late fall, children and adults scout out Clinton 
County u-pick farms to gather fresh produce from the field 
and see firsthand where their food is grown. Whether it’s 
asparagus, strawberries, raspberries, apples, pumpkins or 
more, there is something rewarding about harvesting fruits 
and vegetables for your table and perhaps snatching a taste 
in the field. Take it from us, there’s nothing like right off 
the vine. Try it! Farmer Brausch, Branstrator, Stokes and 
Bergefurd extend their personal invitations. 


Farmers’ Markets can also be found throughout Clinton 
County. Think tomatoes, cucumbers, squash, eggplant, green 
beans, potatoes, sun flowers, home baked goods, homemade 
jams and jellies and honey, that’s just the short list. Farmers’ 
markets are a great alternative to the large, box store produce 
departments; farm fresh products... no lines, no crowds and 
no hassle. 


Many of our Clinton County farms host seasonal, 
family-friendly foodie and home grown goodie 
festivals. The Asparagus & Strawberry Festival at 
Branstrator Farm offers fresh picked asparagus and 
strawberries as well as hay rides, children’s activities and 
contests. Folks love spending the day at Bonnybrook 
Farms where hayrides, the underground 
slide, clodhopper golf, the infamous giant 
slingshot and the crazed corn mazt 



are just a few of the things to do before the 
dinner bell rings. In October, Bonnybrook also 
offers the Lantern Light Wagon Ride, a family 
friendly, history based ghost tour. 


The oldest festival in our area, the Clinton County 
Corn Festival, is a lot of fun and in particular a corn 
lover’s delight. Corn fritters, corn chowder, roasted ears 
of corn and corn dumplings are just a few choices that 
bring in the foodies year after year. Also, you’ll see the 
farm equipment that has been used across time to bring 
food to the table. 


The focus of the Summer Solstice Lavender Festival is 

the u-pick fields of lavender, but folks also look forward to 
sampling products made with lavender such as body lotions, 
candles, aromatherapy products and more. Take your sketch 
pad and set up an outdoor art studio, shop at the many 
specialty booths and learn to make a dream catcher. 

A new farm fresh event held in August as collaboration 
between Wilmington College and Swindler & Sons Garden 
Center is Tomadah Paradah, a tribute to heirloom tomatoes. 
Over 200 varieties are grown on the college’s farmland which 
culminates with an event where attendees can taste test all 
the varieties. Pass the salt please. 

Dinner in the Fields is an annual family friendly event 
whose name speaks volumes. The entire meal is prepared 
from locally raised food and is held on a county farm. This 
early fall event always sells out early. 

So, there you have it, some great reasons to put the Farm 
Scene on your getaway itinerary. 
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Clinton County is abundant 
with parks, trails and nature 
preserves. The 7,000 acre 
Cowan Lake State Park 
is a self-contained getaway 
for the nature lover and 
has a 10 hp limit which 
encourages sailing at this 
quiet oasis. A beach on a 
700-acre lake, hiking trails, boat rental, cabins and camping 
allow for almost any type of outdoor activity. A Lotus Cove 
self-guided trail provides a boardwalk view of an American 
Lotus (water lily) colony while the Emerald Woods Trail 
meanders through a mature beech forest. Nearby Caesar 
Creek State Park boasts 4,700 acres, a 2,830-acre lake and 
43 miles of hiking trails. This park’s lake is the location for 
those who desire a little faster pace with jet skis and motor 
boats welcome. Of course, quieter times can also be spent 
here. Just ask those who walk the shores searching for the 
plentiful fossils. Special events take place at Caesar’s on a 
regular basis and are always family friendly. 







Clinton County also has 
four Nature Preserves 
that are open year round. 

The plant, bird and wild 
life within these preserves 
are an endless source of 
entertainment, exploration 
and education for the 
naturalist. Culberson State 
Nature Preserve, a 238-acre preserve, is one of the few 
examples of the “white swamp forest” which once covered 
the uplands of southwestern Ohio. The swamp forest is 
dominated by red maple and pin oak with substantial 
stands of shagbark hickory, shellbark hickory, swamp white 
oak, American elm and sweet gum. The northern shrub, 
winterberry, grows here near its southern limit, while the 
sweet gum, a southern species, is near its northern limit. 
Summer wildflowers include purple fringeless orchid and 
cardinal flower. The state-listed northern fox grape also occurs 
here. Culberson is the perfect setting for camera buffs and 
bird watchers. Collett Woods is a 60-acre Nature Preserve. 
The preserves’ forest is dominated by American Beech, 
Sugar Maple, White Ash, White Oak, and Black Walnut. 
Wild Black Cherry, Hackberry and 
Shagbark Hickory are also found in 
limited quantity. Also found 
is the Spicebush, Dogwood 
and PawPaw, as well as 
plant life including 
the Giant Trillium,

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Jack-In-The-Pulpit, 
Leeks, Spring Beauties, 
Stinging Nettle, Trout 
Lilly and numerous 
wildflowers from late 
March through May. 
Over 58 species of 
birds are known to 
breed within one mile 
of these woods with 
at least another 100+ 
species migrating 

through the preserve 
in the fall and during 
spring migration. 

How about a self-guided driving trip around Clinton 
County to take in the Bam Quilt Trail? Covering 150 miles 
and 54 barns, this trail allows you to travel the entire county. 
View picturesque country settings, family farmsteads and 
rolling fields while learning the history of these colorful quilt 
patterns. The phenomena of quilt patterns adorning the 
sides of barns had a grass roots beginning in southern Ohio 
but now encompasses numerous states. Clinton County got 
involved in 2010.

Taking our Barn Quilt Trail one step further, 32 barns became 
the focus of the new Clinton County Barn Quilt GeoTrail 

in 2013. Geocachers from many states have enjoyed the Trail 
providing them with the opportunity to enjoy the county’s 
countryside, introducing them to many of the barn owners, 
and taking them through the discovery process of the art 
surrounding quilt patterns. Whether new to geocaching or a 
seasoned pro, this is a great geo experience according to the 
hundreds that have traveled here to take it on. 


The local park scene is also a tribute to beautiful nature. 
Clinton County is extremely proud of the David Williams 
Memorial Park. This unique, handicapped-accessible 
playground is perfect for families vacationing with special 
needs children.
